The bearing of these beacons is tangent to the sonthem border of a dense and tall 
grove of pines (movinjes) which rises on the S.>E extremity of the Movin-jes or Maoonde 
island. * . , " . 

The grove is conspicuous to any one entering the port, since it rises from the sea, as a 
green clump of verdure, and is seen standing out alone before sighting the margin of the 
bay. Ic is a splendid landmark. 

Beao9n*No. i is a quadrilateral tower surmounted by a'triangular appqpdiz, jotting ont 
slightly over Ibo sides of the tower. It is 20 metres high and 2 metres wood. The tower on 
the seaward side is painted in three vertical stripes, the one in the centre being black and 
those on the sides while. The triangular appendixes white with a black oirde in the centre. 

Beacon No. ^ is a triangular tower aUo ending in a triangular appendix, it is 25 metres 
higli and il'50 metres broad, and is alternately opened and closed in horizontal bands of 3 
metros.

Beacon No. 5 is in the shape of a ooluYnn, painted in throe vertical bands, the centre one 
being black and tho others white.

Beacon No. 6 is also a oolumn, surmounted by a square, having arcs painted black in the
